National Locomotives 


Need Big Coal ‘Pile 


Toronto, The large fleet of loco- 
motives hauling urgent war traffic 
ever the Canadian National Rail- 
ways lines during the past twelve 
month period used ‘seven-and-a 
half million tons of coal to raise 
steam for that purpose. This is pra 
ctically double the amount of coal 
required in a normal pre-war traf- 
fic year. A yard engine burns ap- 
proximately three tons of coal dur- 
ing eight hours of service, while a 
6200 type locomotive needed for 
heavy main line work in National 
System service consumes nine tons 
during a three-hour run.

Good germination and freedom 
from impurities are assured when 
seed is’ purchased ‘by grade, and 
purity of variety wien registered 
seed is used, 

If the seed is home grown or ob- 

tained from a néighbour, a germina 
tion test should be made. This can 
be done at home or a sample can 
be sent to the nearest seed labora- 
tory for an official analysis, 
* Clean seed is very important. 
Weeds are prevalent enough al- 
ready, so that every effort should 
be made to prevent the introduc- 
tion of new ones. The market value 
of grain is lowered when seeds of 
‘other ¢rop plants are found in it. 

Suitability of variety is essential. 
Only varieties that are | suited to 
local conditions. should be ‘used. 
For instance in a district having a 
short season, the use of anything 
but an early maturing variety 
spells failure from the start, or ag- 
ain in a district where rust is com- 
mon, the use of a resistant variety 
is imperative. , 

All seed should be treated for dis 
ease. Treatment With the new im- 
proved mercuric compounds can 
be carried out considerably ahead 
of seed time. This saves time when 
the rush of Spring work commenc- 
es.

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>> New Gasoline Licenses 
and Ration Coupon Books 


On March 31, the present svsclies licenses and ration coupon books 
will expire. After that date no gasoline will be sold except on the 
presentation of a 1944-45 ration book. 
In his own interests, every vehicle owner is asked to apply at once 
for a new license and ration coupon book for each of his vehicles. 
Application forms must be completed in detail. 
Commencing April 1, under the 1944-45 rationing plan, the opera- 
tion of which will be basically the same as that now in effect, all 
non-commercial vehicle owners will again be allowed a basic“ AA” 
gasoline license and ration coupon book, containing 40 units for a 
passenger car, or 16 for a motorcycle.. 
Similarly, owners of vehicles eligible for a “* Special” category, who 
can'prove their need, will be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for the year ending March 31, 1945. In determining 
the extra allowance — which will be measured to individual needs 
— the previous category and mileage of the car will not necessarily 
be an important consideration. 
The extra vocational coupons will again be issued in books labelled 
“Special’’, and each book will contain net more than 60 units. To 
it constant review of the needs of each category applicant, only 
one “*Special"’ book, or portion thereof, will be issued at a time. 
The Oil Coatroller also has the right to refuse any application for 
a ‘'Special’’ category, or to suspend any ration coupon book for 
an infraction of the regulations. 
The shortage of gasoline is still acute. Do not apply for a“* Special" 
category unless your need is urgent, 
Gasoline for commercial vehicles will again be rationed. To assure 
themselves sufficient gasoline to carry on normal business activi- ~ 
ties after March 31, operators of commercial vehicles are urged to 
complete at once and in detail the required application for each of 
their vehicles,

‘application form at your nearest Post Office. Srudy the

Your Council is miade up of farm 
ers.

The problem of health is one in 
which your Council is vitally in- 
terested.
